The last ',1'ssion of the present Con- 


gress is about to convene. Under the 
cover of its ]>cniocratic majority, attacks 
open and covert have been constantly 
made upon tin; national banking system, 
showing a disposition 01 the part of o 
large minority of the Democratic party to 
legislate adversely to the continuance of 
the present mlmirablc system of having 
currency not only safe but stable and un- 
varying in vilue. 
The opposition has 


developed mainly in the Southern States, 
where not only the national banks have 
been antagonized, but where the State 
system has been carefully nurtured and 
cared for, so that out of a krgc number 
of banks in Savannah, fur instance, there 
are but two or three organized under the 
national system, and the old State banks 
aro waiting fur the day when they can 
on:e more cuter upon the work of fur- 
nishing then own "wild cat" currency. 
-Fortunately fur the good of the country, 
and particularly of the South itself, the 
common sense of the great mass of the 
people who have become used to the na- 
tional banking system and recognize its 
advantages, the days of the present Dem- 
ocratic Congress are numbered, and from 
the new Congress which assembles on the 
4th of March next, fresh from the people, 
before whom this matter was fully dis- 
cussed, and who decided to cl.ange the 
present Congress, much may be expected 
in favor of a eontinuancc of the system. 
Within a very few years the charters of 
some of these national bunks will expire 
by limitation, imd others rapidly follow ; 
adverse legislation would cripple and up- 
set our whole monetary fabric, and the 
business interests of the country look to 


possible, upon a firmer footing this na- 
tional bankiii'; system which has done so 
much and is capable of doing so much 
for the stability of values in the land. 
Indeed, there is no good reason why their 
tenure should not be made "for good be- 
haviour." 


The advocates of a good cause can 


never see entirely alike. While aiming 
to accomplish the some end, they may 
difiei in regai <1 to methods. Temperance 
has always been classed among the vir- 
tues. It has been taught and commended 
from the ea-'iest period. Those who have 
advocated it in this country for the last 
quarter of a century, or even the last de- 
cade, can sec a great change in public 
opinion concerning it. Probably it stands 
higher to-day in the recognition of intel- 
ligent people than it ever stood before. 
It is constantly justifying its claim to the 
most serious consideration, and is press- 
ing itself farther and farther upon the 
enlightened conscience of the age. Hav- 
ing progressed so far in the region of 
moral appreciation and public regard, it 
is capable of advancing still farther and 
of gaining a foothold where it shall event- 
ually wiold the sceptre of authority. 
Every question, as a precedent to winning 
a triumph, must grow strong through the 
cumulative power of public support. It 
must have the sanction of public opinion 
before it can take the form of law. Those 
who favor coercion must remember that 
they have no vantage ground if they do 
not plant themselves upon the popular 
will. That \\ ill can overthrow them as 
well an carry them to victory. The es- 
sential point is to capture the will of the 
people. The lmll«t has its functions and 
its uses. It is the agent that executes 
the decree of the majority. No law can 
stand, whether it be a prohibitory law or 
any other kind, that is not supported by 
public opinion. Educate that so as to 
create a majority in favor of prohibition, 
as the people of Kansas have done, and 
prohibition becomes practicable at once. 
Otherwise a resort to the ballot would be 
immature, anil but little removed from 
schemes .that are visionary. The friends 
of temperance should bear in mind that 
all laws in this government practically 
emanate from the people, and represent a 
public sentiment that gives them life and 
vital force, und there is no safer, no 
surer, no wiser, or more substantial way 
of carrying the temperance reform to its 
final success, than by creating a temper- 
ance sentiment in the community strong 
enough to coin itself into law, and power- 
ful enough to command its enforcement.

EDITOI GAZJTTE:—-Though rccogniz- 


thc axiom that hi who engages in a con- 
trovcriy with the editor of a journal en- 
lists in • very u icvcn handed contest, I 
am not yet inclined to withdraw. The 
great mass of the American people arc 
not politicians, I ut are first citizens, and 
only become part izans as they are made 
so by their convi ntions. They ally" them- 
selves to party o ily as a means to enforce 
an idea which has taken hold of their 
minds and consricnces. Hence, as men 
unite for such a purpose, a party is or- 
ganized as the product of that given 
idea, and for the purpose of its promulga- 
tion. 


It is an undeniable fact that the idea of 


"the universal eq lality of mankind"did for 
many yearsask recognition from the Whig 
party, and was I reatecl with entire indif- 
ference; that its supporters attempted to 
organize in its Lelialf the Free Soil and 
the Liberty parties, which were as often 
snubbed by the Whigs as parties of one 
idea—too conte nptible in numbers to 
carry a single Stute, accomplishing noth- 
ing but 
to wi-akcn the Whig party, 


through which alone they ever could ex- 
pect anything. 
Vnd so it continued, the 


Whig party cvei boasting of what they 
would do, but doing nothing, till finally, 
in 1852, the ne\v anti-slavery idea made 
such inroads upon its strength that it 
ceased to be a p irty, because it failed to 
recognize the work of the hour. 


Then was organized the Republican 


party to do that work, the first step of 
which was "to n'pcl the encroachments 
of the slave power upon virgin territory," 
the next step wa-, the suppression of the 
Slave-holders rebellion, and the last is 
the protection of "the citizens of each 
State in the rights of citizens of all the 
States," the whole of which means noth- 
ing more or less than "the universal 
equality of mankind." That being done, 
the work of the llepublican party is done, 
and it will die of imbecility unless it ac- 
cepts the duty of the coming hour, viz : 
The protection of the American people 
from the ravages of the rum traffic. 


The prohibition idea will be the rally- 


ing point that will give vitality to the 
dominant party v, ithin the next ten years. 
If the Republican party hastens to place 
this upon its banners, then it will be the 
dominant party; but if it fails to, all that 
great moral sentiment of the people that 
gives strength and force to that party to- 
day, will rally to the support of a new 
Prohibition party, and IT will accom- 
plish something withc.it the aid of the 
Republican parly. Prohibitionists have 
not "several times attempted to cut loose 
from their friends," but from those who 
refuse to be friends, and those attempts 
arc not "pitiful failures," but the slow 
measures of progress that mark the 
growth of any new idea, and it is the 
only means of either forcing a recognition 
from any existing party, or rallying the 
requisite strength to the support of a new 
one. 


The Prohibitionists are in earnest, they 


mean to demand and to obtain an amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution, 
prohibiting the importation and manufac- 
ture of liquors. To do this requires the 
the approval of both houses of Congress 
and of the Presiilent,'and of the legisla- 
tures of two-thirds of the States, to secure 
which involves the hearty, determined 
support of a party which shall be a power 
in the land, and the time is now at hand 
to commence the work.

It was, however, not our intention, as 


our correspondent seems to imagine, to 
assert a belief that the Republican party 
is infallible and that no good can come 
jut through it.

tain, that under present circumstances 
:hc interests of tlie temperance men can 
jest be furthered through the Republican 
party ; that there is no reason until it has 
jeen thoroughly tried and found wanting

perance legislation can succeed. Our cor-

"the protection of the citizens of each 
State in the rights of citizens of all the 
States." "This being done," he says, 
the Republican |iarty "will die of imbe- 
cility unless it accepts the duty of the 
coming heur." 


Well, this has not been ^iccomplislied 


yet. There are thirteen States in the 
Union where, at the last election, thous- 
ands of citizens w ere denied the rights of 
citizenship. It remains for the Republi- 
can party to see that these people are pro- 
tected in their rights, and until this has 
been done the in Terence is that our cor- 
respondent does not think the time has 
arrived for a severance of present politi- 
cal ties by Republicans.

TIE HOUSEHOLD. 


OIL MARKS on w»ll paper, or the marks 


where baomidcmte people rwt their 
head*, are a KMV grief to good housekeep- 
er*, but they can be removed without 
much trouble. Take pipe-clay or fuller's 
earth, and make into • parte, about as 
thick ai rich cream, with cold water; lay 
it on the stain gently, without rubbing it 
in; leave it on all night. It will be dry 
by morning, when it can be brushed off, 
and unless an old stain, the grease spot 
will have disappeared. If old, renew the 
application. 


GREASK OH A CARPET, if not of long 


standing, can be readily disposed of by 
washing the spot with hot soap-suds and 
borax—half an ounce of borax to a gallon 
of water. Use n clean cloth to wash it 
with, rinse in warm water, and wipe dry. 


Ir woutACKTi is dropped on any gar- 


ment or furniture, first carefully scrape 
off all that can be removed without in] 
jury to the material; then lay brown 
paper over the spot, or a piece of blotting 
paper, and put a warm iron on the paper 
until the oil show* through. Continue to 
renew the paper and apply the warm iron 
until the paper shows bo more oil. 


SPOTS ON rtniNiTVRE, from anything 


hot, or from alcohol, can be removed by 
rubbing hard with sweet oil and turpen- 
tine. 
When the spots disappear, wash in 


milk-warm soap-suds, dry quickly, and 
polish by rubbing briskly with chamois 
skin. 


WHEN VELVET has been wet nnd be- 


comes spotted, bold the wrong side over 
steam, and while damp draw the wrong 
side quickly over a warm iron. It takes 
two to do this well—ono to hold the bot- 
tom of the iron upward, and the second 
to draw the velvet across it. 


PAINT, PITCH, OB TAK can be removed 


from cloth or wood by rubbing it with 
turpentine. If the paint has become dry, 
put a few drops of the turpentine on the 
spot, and let it stand a short time; then 
rub the spot, and if all the paint is not 
removed, repeat the work. Wlien entirely 
gone, rub off with alcohol. 


THE COOKB CORNER. 


CORN MUFFDJH.—} Ib corn meal, i 


Ib flour, 1 oz sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 
OT lard, 2 fggs, I pt milk, 3 tnblespoon- 
ful of baking powder. Mix into a batter; 
and two-thirds fill cold muffin pans, care- 
fully greased. 


CORNED BfKr.—Boil precisely same 


way as a ham. lioil the water away to 
what will barely cover the meat, and 
when done set the vessel aside to simmer 
slowly. Thejuicci that were extracted 
by the water will now return, and your 
beef be almost like jelly in tenderness. 


CEIXRT SALT.—Wash the roots and 


stalks of celery, and dry in the oven or 
near the stove, but do not let them burn, 
GraU the roots, and pulverize the stalks, 
si<t and mix with n fourth of the quantity 
of salt, or, grind celery seed very fine, and 
mix with salt in the same proportion. 
Put in a closely-corked bottle, and use 
for seasoning soups, stews, and salads. 


TAPIOCA CREAM —Put two tablespoon- 


fuls of tapioca to soak in cold water; set 
it on the stove, and when thoroughly dis- 
solved, pour in a quart of milk. Wben 
this begins to boil stir in the yolks of two 
eggs well beaten, with a cup of sugar. 
When this boils stir in the whites, beaten 
to a stiff froth, and take it immediately 
from the fire. Fla\ or to taste. 


CATSKIU, MOUNTAIN PTODINO.—1 


pint reset milk, 1 quart of flour, 1 table- 
spoonful butter, 1 tiiblespoonful of sugai, 
1 tcaspoonful of salt, 2 eggs, 2 teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, 1 teacup of cur- 
rants or raisins. 
Heat butter and sugar 


together, add eggs then stir milk and 
flour alternately until all is in, having 
previously mixed the powder into the 
flour. Add fruit the last thing. 
Steam 


2 hours. Eat with a rich egg sauce. 


BKAN SOUP WITH DUMPLINGS.—For a 


family of four take half a teacupful of 
clean beans, put them in a kettle contain- 
ing half a gallon of :old water and set 
over a slow fire. Let them cook two hours, 
and then pour off the water and add half 
a gallon of fresh boiling water and let 
them boil an hour longer; season with 
pepper, salt and butter. At the close of 
half hour the dumplings should be added, 
which are prepared as follows. To one 
well beaten egg add a cupful of sweet 
milk; mix two tcaspoonsful of baking 
powderwith about n pint of flour and stir 
enough of this flour into the milk to make 
a dough that will just drop from the 
spoon. Thtn drop the dough into the 
boiling soup by large spoonfuls, always 
being careful to dip the spoon into the 
hot soup before putting it into the dough. 
Boil the dumplings just twenty minutes; 
then take up carefully with a ladle to 
avoid mashing them. I never fail to 
have light, puffy dumplings when I use 
this receipt. 


Fisn PIE.—Take- a pound of any cook. 


ed fish, very carefully pick fro n the bone, 
and mix it with a sauce, as follows: Boil 
the bones in a small quantity of water for 
twenty minutes, and when cold mix a gill 
of the liquor with two ounces of fine 
flour, and stir it over the fire until it 
thickens ; add two ounces of butter ; 
keep stirring rapidly until well mixed in; 
take the sauce off the fire, mix in an egg. 
a Urge teaspoonful of essence of an- 
chovy, the same quantity of lemon juice, 
a Urge pinch of salt, and a small one of 
cayenne pepper. The sauce should be 
very thick, and some care will be required 
in stirring it over t!.e fire. Mix the pick- 
ed fish and the sauce together; put a 
Uyer of finely mashed potatoes at the 
bottom of a tart dish, then all the fish,and 
over this another Uyer of potatoes. 
Smooth the top over neatly, and bake in a 
moderate oven for twenty minutes. 
If 


preferred, the potatoes can be spread in 
a bright tin dish, the fish be placed high 
in the centre of it, and then be covered 
over with the potatoes.
